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STILL ILLEGAL TO STEAL 
CHRISTMAS TREES 
IN MAINE . 
‘Maine’s forest. commissioner 
has reminded the publi¢ that the 
cutting of Christmas trees, tips 
or boughs on the land of anoth- 
er without written permission of 
the landowner is a violation of 
Maine law, Commissioner Aus- 
tin H. Wilkins emphasized that 
this applies to individual. treas. 
being cut for family use as. well 


cial scale. 

‘There are no unowned trees 
in Maine,’’ Wilkins said, ‘‘and 
under Maine. law, inauthorized 
cutting of any number of trees 

as an: offense punishable by a 

*fine of from $25 to $100.”’ 
- Another provision of the 
Christmas tree law stipulates 
that .. anyone... transporting 
Christmas trees, fips or boughs 

- on Maine highways for.commer- 
cial purposes must obtain a reg- 
istration certificate or be in vio- 
lation of law, Wilkins said. Such, 
persons must. also have a bill of 
sale or other proof of tree own- 
ership, he said. 

According to Wilkins, the law 
is designed to halt thd stealing 
of Christmas trees and greens.
